ROME, July 15—Twenty per- 
sons perished Thursday in the 
greatest disaster of Italy's civil 
aviation when the Cagiiari-Rome 
airliner “I-Volo” fell inte the 
Tyrrhenian Sea 70 miles off the 
Sardinian coast. 

The accident occurred while the 
big tri-motored plane was flying 
the regular route to Rome from 
Cagliari, on the southern tip of the 
island of Sardinia. 

Among the victims were six 
women, including two sisters and 
a niece of General Giuseppe 
Valle, under-secretary of avia- 
tion, The others were 10 men 

passengers and four crewmen. 
All those on board were believed 
to be Italians.

He paid off 
in brand new crisp one-dollar bills. 
They filled a club-bag. 

The Indians expressed pleasure | 
at the action of the Great White | 
Father in making the lands lying 
between the Mackenzie river and 
Yukon territory an Indian game | 
preserve, where the Indians may | 
hunt free from the compétition of 
the whites. 

They expressed gratitude to the 
Great White Father for supplying 
food and clothing to help his Red- 
men face the cold and the famine 
of last winter, and for the new 
hospitals which are being built to 
supply medicines and aid for the 
Indian sick in the north. 


ASK PROTECTION 

Only concern expressed by the 
natives was that they hoped the 
Great White Father would protect 
them in their way of living as 
hunters, trappers and fishermen 
from the competition of the white 
men who are coming into the coun- 
try to prospect and mine. They 
pointed out that many of these 
men, unable to prospect or mine in 
the winter, might turn to trapping.

FAULTY MAPS 

“The maps we have show there 
are no mountains higher than 6,500 
feet there. We measured the moun- 
tains as we passed over them the 
next morning. They were 9,700 feet 
high and covered with snow.” 
Stubble-bearded and groggy with 
exhaustion, the five daring airmen 
climbed stiffly down from their 
great blunt-nosed ship to face the 
cheering thousands who surged 
against police cordons to acclaim 
their feat. Dirty and dishevelled, 
their faces were lined with fatigue. 

But they had clipped almost 
four days from the time made by 
the late Wiley Post in his solo 
dash from the same field in 1933. 
Post flew over virtually the same 
route in seven days, 18 hours and 
49 minutes. He averaged 83 miles 
an hour on elapsed time, while 
Hughes and his companions step- 
ped it up to approximately 161. 
Many in the excited throng ex- 


roaring over the bleak steppe- 

lands cf Siberia. “That was cer- 

tainly wild and desolate—b-rr-r,” 
he said, with a grimace. “But we 
never had any real discomfort.

A Four Day Trip 


Howard Hughes and his companions 
left New York on Sunday afternoon and 
were back there after a trip around the 
world Thursday afternoon. Thereby dem- 
onstrating, what was fairly certain, that 
an airplane specially built for long dis- 
tance flying can make the circuit in four 
days, if the weather is favorable. That 
they demonstrated much else is not appar- 
ent, nor that they added anything to the 
recognized capabilities of the modern fly- 
ing machine. 

That they clipped three days off Wiley 


Post's record does not mean much. The 
performances are not comparable. Post 
flew alone, staking his life, and _ his 


chances of a quick trip, on his ability to 
keep awake. Hughes had four compan- 
ions, one or more of them capable of tak- 
ing the controls while he rested. Human 
endurance was thus eliminated as an ele- 
ment in the calculation. The result de- 
pended on the machine and the weather. 
The machine did not fail, and the weather 
held good. Hence four days sufficed to 
cover the fourteen thousand miles. 


As formal and authentic proof of the 
speed and endurance of the airplane, the 
flight is notable. But it does not dim the 
lustre of Post’s achievement, nor break his 
record for a solo flight. 


Murdering Children

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Of What Practical Use? 


The plan of the British Government to 
link that country with the United States, 
France, Norway, Sweden and the Nether- 
lands in setting up an international com- 
mission to investigate the bombing of civi- 
lians in Spain, failed. Perhaps because 
some of the governments did not want to 
offend Italy or Germany by investigating 
the mass murders credited to their air- 
men. Perhaps because they felt little 
practical good to the Spanish people could 
result from the inquiry. 

The investigators would have found 
out what the directors of the bombings 
wanted them to find. There is an even 
chance that the war will be over before 
their report could be made. And in any 
case, would their findings have stopptd 
the outrages? 

Remembering that Japan was solemnly 
condemned and censured by the League of 
Nations for its proceedings in China—and 
went ahead blandly regardless of the 
League's displeasure, it is sanguine to sup- 
pose Japan's allies and their henchman 
would have paid any attention to the find- 
ings of the commission, Or that they will 
pay any attention to the findings of the 
two British investigators who are to be 
sent to Spain in place of the international 
commission. ; 

A year ago, when the issue was in the 
balance, an investigation might have 
checked the bombings. To suppose that 
now, With victory almost within his grasp, 
Franco would give up ‘‘frightfulness’’—or 
be allowed to give it up—is to hope against 
probability.

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—In the matter 
of Workmen's Compensation for accidents the 
legislation of this country is far behind that of 
British Columbja or Alberta. In fact, the Com- 
pensation Acts here are very much what they 
were in the West more than twenty years ago. 


There is no state fund into 
which employers and workers 
pay and from which compen- 
sation on fixed lines is drawn 
regardless of whether the em- 
ployee was in fault or not. 


Employers insure against 
accidents just as they used to do 
in British Columbia in pre-war 
days. Litigation, always costly 
to the workman, whatever the 
result, is constantly occurring 
although there is now a vast volume of. legal 
decisions creating a multitude of precedents. 

Only the other day a colliery company sought 
to evade liability in a rather curious case, A 
miner had found himself trapped by a fall of 
rock and had had to make his way out along a 
road which was prohibited on account of gas, a 
fact of which he was aware. He died before he 
could reach the surface. 

The company pleaded that he was disobeying 
orders in*entering the road and the lower court 
found this contention sound. Fortunately the 
Court of Appeal thought differently and ren- 
dered a commonsense decision. 

Such a dispute could not have airsen in Bri- 
tish Columbia. The miner's widow would have 
received her pension without questian. 

The worst feature of the British law, how- 
ever, is the doctrine of common employment. 
If it can be shown that an accident has occurred 
owing to the default of another employee the 
injured employee cannot recover from the em- 
ployer.

The trade unions and the Labor Party have 
been agitating for years to bring about a change 
in the compensation law. In particular they 
urge the adoption of some such scheme as that in 
force in British Columbia, the provision of a 
compensation fund under a board. 

There is, therefore, considerable satisfaction 
in labor circles in view of the announcement that 
a Royal Commission is to be appointed to inquire 
into the working of the Compensation Acts. 

Compulsory insurance by employers against 
accidents, prevention of accidents, dangerous 
machinery, medical examination before employ- 
ment, industrial diseases and the vexed question 
of common employment are all to be included in 
the terms of reference.

Work for Railway Shops 


It is to be hoped that the Hon. Ian Macken- 
zie’s proniise to the delegation from the C.N.R. 
shops at Stratford that if needed war supplies 
can be turned out in those shops, they should be, 
will nét prove to be a mere temporizing assur- 
ance. Men are being let out not only at Strat- 
ford but at other points on the C.N.R. system, 
and these men must have work to do or they will 
have to go on relief. The C.N.R. says it cannot 
find work for more than seventy-five per cent 
of its working staff in the railroad’s shops. 

The idea of making war supplies in Canadian 
machine shops is not new, of course. Scores of 
shops were adapted to the manufacture of shells, 
gun parts, and other war supplies during the 
Great War, and Canada’s shipments of shells was 
exceedingly large. There was no complaint, 
either, as to quality of shells or parts. The adapt- 
ation was carried out easily, and in some cases 
almost overnight.

‘Passion for Laws

T SEEMS pretty definite that the 1940 Olympics will now go to Finland 

and be staged in a much more modest style than that set by Los Angeles 
and followed by Berlin, No one can object to Finland getting the games. 
The Finns are a peaceful, democratic, sport-loving people with the 
admirable gift of minding their own business, This small, rugged country 
can not boast palatial accommodation or afford to build immense arenas, 
but the Finns have always given mighty impressive accounts of themselves 
in previous Olympics, especially in distance running. 

Finland has deftly excused these limitations in the way of facilities by 
contending that the Olympics should revert to the “Spartan simplicity” in 
which they originated. They would have the more wealthy nations reduce 
the number of competitors they send in search of Olympic honors. That 
should be agreeable to all, for the majority of countries had a terrible 
time finding money to pay for the great contingents of athletes they sent 
to Berlin.
